SHAKE! 
RECONCILIATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 17.—‘*One country, 
one flag, one destiny.“ This has been the senti- 
mentof to-day. It has expressed itself in the 
shouts of the multitude, in streaming banners, 
in cordial greetings of Federal to ex-Confeder- 
ate and of ex-Confederate to Federal, in the set 
speech, in the informal welcome, in the songs of 
the school-children. All day long the city has 
worn a holiday aspect; all day long there has 
been the sound of martial music, of martial 
footsteps, marching not to battle but to wel- 
come peace. Commerce closed its doors, put up 
its shop windows, and went out to do honor to 
distinguished guests who were doing honor to the 
city. Indiana poured her inhabitants over the 
border, and up from back Kentucky towns and 
counties thousands crowded in to see the man

with the sword of justice and substituted truth 
for sophistry. 0 

It was a grand day for Louisville, a grand day 
forthe Soutb, a grand day for the country. 
Early in the day citizens began to decorate their 
residences and business houses, and before 10 
o'clock the city was clad in garish bunting. 
Main street, the principal business street for the 
wholesalé trade, and one up which the Presi- 
dential party would pass, was significantly gay 
with flags and streamers, which gave expression 
to the confidence the commercial world felt in 
the present Administration. Every available 
place which offered an elevation above the level 
of the street was seized on and occupied. Win- 
dows were filled with spectators, sidewalks were 
jammed, and travel by vehicles suspended for 
hours. At 11:30 

THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY, 

under the escort of the Louisville Committee, 
arrived at the Ohio & Mississippi Depot, and 
were welcomed in abrief speech by Mayor Jacob. 
The President responded with thanks. Three 
cheers were then given to Hayes and wife, and 
the party proceeded %o carriages and rode 
through human walls to the Galt House. Along 


the line unbounded enthusiasm was 
manifested. The President stood up 
in the carriage, and was greeted on 


every side with cheers, the waving of handker- 
chiefs and throwing up of hats. A body-guard 
of 400 ex-Confederates, headed by Gen. Basil 
Duke, surrounded him and the visiting mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and with bright faces and 
steady tread escorted them to the hotel. 
Schurz’s face was the best known of the Cab- 
inet officers, and wherever a group of Germans 
was assembled 

LOUD HUZZAHS WOULD GO UP FOR HIM. 
The President made a very good impression 
on the immense crowd. “His faceisthe best 
evidence in favor of his honesty,” said one man, 
and this seemed the prevailing sentiment, 
That expression means peace,“ said another. 
Mrs. Hayes was also the centre of observa- 
tion, and her sweet, matronly counteuance was 
bright with pleasure at the cordial reception 
given to her husband. The most rock-ribbed of 
Bourbons were conquered by it. 
When the party reached the Galt House a 
formal reception was given. The Rev. Stuart 
Robinson delivered the addrggs, and Hayes re- 
plied in an honest, earnest manner. The key to 
his teelings and those of the people is found in 
the sentiment spoken by him. Iu answer to 
the question. Why should we not come to- 
gether?’’ He said: We have come together. 
This demoustration tells,—I need not shout my- 
self hoarse to tell you this,—this demonstration 
is the speech of the occasion.

RECEIVED WITH TREMENDOUS APPLAUSE. 
Evarts, Thompson. Key, Van Zandt, Wade 
Hampton, Schurz, and Basil Duke followed in 
brief speeches, after which the Presidential party 
retired to their rooms.

The President’s reception 
parior showed exceeding care and taste in ar- 
rangement, and was decorated with ferns, flow- 
ers, and pictufes; the sleeping apartment in 
rose color, and the pillow cases and spread of 
the bed of hand-worked lace upon rose-tinted 
satin. The toilet articles are of gold and silver, 
and the dressing-case illuminated by taper- 
bearing candelebra wrvught in golden dragons ot 
expuisite finish. The parlor of Miss Evarts 
adjoins that of the President, and is also ar- 
ranged with decided taste. Mrs. Jillson P. 
Jobnson superintended the arrangement, and 
much credit is due her.

The Brutus of 
the evening was left in his dressing-rotm 
when the curtain fell. These calls before 
the curtain are occasionally significant. It is al- 
Ways well to nojice them, because they are 
about the only statements that go abroad out 
of a notice of a performance, and one finds that 
they are generally quoted in other papers. The 
critic who announces these solemn facts has the 
gratification of seeing his golden sentences 
sometimes referred to, with a complimentary 
reierence to his critical acumen,” in pers 
pubiisbed thousands of miles away. In the 
present case the fact is simply 
statea as a matter of duty to the performers 
and the spectators. The play was well received. 
If there is any covert „ or covert 
sarcasm in these remarks the latter will be un- 
derstood to lean toward the side of the audi- 
ence.

WASHINGTON. 


Civil-Service Reform.-—The New York Cus- 
tom -House—District Ring Cases. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasurneros, D. C., Sept. 17.—The condition 
of Civil-Service reform in the Executive De- 
partment is gbout this: So far as appoint- 
ments, promotions, and removals in the Kxecu- 
tive Department are concerned, there is as yet 
no general rule applicable to all cases. In the 
Department of the Interior, appointments 
in the main are made through competitive ex- 
aminativa, and promotions are made on the 
ground of merit, but in most of the other de- 
partments candidates are examined singly, and, 
if tound qualified, are appointed. In the lute- 


rior Department political recommendations are 
supposed to be esteemed of no more conse- 
quence than those of any other character. In 
some of the other Departments, it is suspected 
that no one whatever can be appointed without 
strong political backing. Civil-Service reform, 


as far as most of the Executive Departments 


are concerned, is therefore a reform in name 
only. 

den. Arthur, Collector of New York, hada 
protracted interview with Secretary Sherman 
to-day. The purpose of the conference was to 
ascertain Arthur’s views as to the last two re- 

rts of the Jay Commission, relating to the 

‘eighers’ and Appraisers’ departments. Sec- 
retary Sberman has acted upon neither of these 
reports yet. Arthur opposed the recommenda- 
tions as to the Weighers’ department, 
stating that they would cost the Goy- 
ernment some $5,000 annually more than 
the present system, without be made more 
efficient. Arthur moreover claimed that ail 
the principal reforms proposed by the Jay Com- 
mission be himself bad long ago recommended 
to the Department in writing, and that his 
recommendations were ou file, but had not re- 
ceived the attention of the former administra- 


tions of the Treasury Department. Arthur ¢ 


maintained that the methods of procedure of 
the Jay Commission were unjust and uufair. 
Isolated cases had been taken and enlarged 
upon as illustrations of an entire system. 
Naval-Officer Cornel! has written a letter to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in which he also 
opposes the recommendations of the Jay Com- 
mission as to the Appraisers’ Department. 

The report is correct that the Ohio clerks in 
the Treasury have been given to understand 
that they can have a furlough of sufficient 
length to allow them to go home to vote, pro- 
vided they desire to do so. There has been a 
belief in the Department that the Registry law 
would make it necessary for them to go in time 
to register, and then either remain pearly three 
weeks or make two trips. They have now been 
advised that, unless they have ebanged their 
residences in the State during the last year from 
the precinct where they have voted heretofore, 
registration will not be required. While the 
aggregate vote of the clerks will not be large, 
several counties are numerously represented. 

In the Criminal Court of the District to-day 
several prominent cases were called which will 
forma testof the ability of the District-At- 
torney’s office as now organized here to convict 
persons connected with the various powerful 
rings which have heretofore been able to pro- 
tect themselves from conviction. In one of 
these cases, an extensive cotton ring, backed by 
considerable political influence, is involved. In 
a second, two members of Congress are imp'i- 
cated. In the third, the seal-lock combination 
are detendants. The Court has always been 
ready to proceed with these trials, but for 
various reasons the District-Attorney’s office bas 
allowed repeated delays and pustponements. 
To-day she Court promptly overruled a motion 
of defendants’ counsel in the most prominent 
case for delay, and this is taken as a notice that 
the Court is determined that all the trials shall 
proceed. The result in these cases will be 
watched with interest by the friends of the Ad- 
ministration, since a failure un ler the circum- 
stances will be accepted as showing that it is 
impossibie for the Government, with the pres- 
ent organization of tbe District Attorney’s 
office, to lay its hands upon the rings which 
have been so long intrenched in Washington. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Sept. 17.—It is learned 
that the Cuban revolutionists received, very re- 
cently, a cargo of arms and munitions of war, 
which were landed on an unfrequeated part of 
the coast by a schouner which sailed from one of 
the Southern ports. The Spanish emissaries in 
Washington got wind of the matter, but too late 
to do any good. Spanish spies have recentiv 
been detailed to watch suspicious vessels now 
lying in several of the Southern ports, and 
which, it is feared, may be dispatched on the 
same errand as the schooner above mentioned.

New York, Sept. 17.—The Zvening Post says 
the Clairmont Savings Bank n Greenwich 
street has been closed by the State Bank De- 
partment, because it has been combining a gen- 
eral banking business with its recular savings 
bank business, contrary to law. it had, on July 
1, 1,043 open accvunts, and $133,747 on deposit. 

The Chase National’ Bank of this city, with a 
capital of $150,000, having deposited the neces- 
sary bonds in the Treasury, has been authorized 
by the Comptroller of the Currency to com- 
mence business.

thing, almost, beads will be greatly in vogue. 
‘Bimmings of this sort are included under the 
general name of jet, and each one is distin- 
ished by a prefix of its individual color, as 
lue jet, bronze jet, clair de lune, ete. Perhaps 
the handsomest, as also the newest, are the gar- 
net, amber, and clair de lune. This last is a 
sort of transparent bead, very effective at night, 
and also very lovely by day, particularly 
in the sunlight.

Therefore, it is 
laughable to suppose that the latter class are 
going to vote for the financial policy of the for- 
mer.

Its Peculiarities of Character, and Its He- 
reditary Perpetaation, 

Mr. Francis Galten in bis address on “ Anthro- 
pology ” before the British Association said: 
‘The ideal criminal has three peculiarities of 
character—his conscience is almost deficit, his 
instincts are 1 his power of self con- 
trol is very wea aco uence of all this, 
he usually detests continuous labor,—this state- 
ment applies to the criminal classes generally,— 
the special conditions that determine the de- 
scription of crime being the character of the in- 
stincts, and the fact of the absence of self-con- 
trol being due to ungovernable temper, or to 
passion, or to mere iinbevility. 

* The deficiency of conscience in criminals, as 
shown by the absence of genuine remorse for 
their guilt, appears to astonish all who first 
become familiar with the details of prison life. 
Scenes of heartrending despair are hardly ever 
wituessed among prisoners. Their sleep is 
broken by no uneasy dreams; on the contrary, 
it is easy and sound; they have also excelleut 
appetites. But hypocrisy is a very common 
vive, and all my information agrees in one 
particular as to the utter untruthfulness of 
criminals, however plausibie their statements 
may appear to be. The subject of vicious in- 
stincts is g verv large one. We must guard 
ourselves against looking upon them as per- 
versions, inasinuch as they may be strictly in 
accordance with the healthy nature of the 
man, and, being transmissible by inheritance, 
may become the normal characteristics of a 
healthy race, just as the shee „the re- 
triever, the pointer, and the bulldog have their 
several instincts. 

‘* There can be no greater popular error than 
the supp sition that natural instinct is a per- 
fectly trustworthy guide, for there are striking 
contradictions to such an opinion, in individuals 
aud in every description of animal. Al! tha we 
are eutitled to say is that the prevaleut in tinte 
of each race are trust worthy,.—uot those of 
every individual. A man who is counted as an 
atrucious criminal by society, and is punished 
as such by the law, may. nevertheless, have 
a ted in strict accordance with his instincts. 
The ideal criminal 1s deticient in qualities that 
oppose his vicious instincts. He has neither 
the natural regard for others which lies at the 
base of conscience, vor has he sufficient self- 
control to enable bim to consider his own selfish 
interests in the lougrun. He cannot be pre- 
served from criminal misadventure, either by 
altruistic or by intelligently egotistic senti- 
ments. It becomes au ivteresting question to 
know how far these peculiarities may be cor- 
related with phy characteristics and fea- 
tures. 

Through the cordial and ready assistance of 
Sir Edmund Du Cane, the Surveyor-Gieneral of 
Prisons, who bas himself contributed a valuable 
memoir to the Social Science Coagress on the 
subject, I was enabled to examine the many 
thousand photographs of criminals that are pre- 
served for purposes of identification at the Home 
Otlice, to visit prisons and confer with the au- 
thorities, and, lastly, to procure for my vwn 
private statistical inquiries a large number of 
copies of photographs of heinous crimmals. I 
may as well say that I begged that the photo- 
graphs should be furnished me witnout any 
bamwes attached to them, but simply classified 
in three ty we according to the nature of the 
crime. ‘The first group it eluded murder, man- 
slaughter, and ary; the second group 
included felony and forgery; and the tnird 
group referred to sexual crimes. The 
photographs of criminals who herd been 
sentenced to long terms of penal servi- 
tude. By familiarizing mself with the collec- 
tion and continually sorting the photograpis in 
teutative ways, certain natural classes began to 
appear, some of which are exceedingly well 
marked. It- was also very evident that the 
three groups of criminals contributed in very 
different proportions to the different physiog- 
nomic classes. 

I have taus far spoken of the character and 
hysiognumy of well-marked varieties of men. 
he aathropologist nas next to consider the 

life-history of those varieties, and especially 
their tendency to perpetuate themselves, 
whether to displace other varieties and to 
spread, or else to die out. In illustration of 
this, I will proceed with what appears to be the 
history of the criminal class. Its hereditary 
perpetuation is a question that deserves 
more careful investigation than it has 
received, but it is on many accounts more 
difficult to grapple with n it may at 
first sight appear tobe. The vagrant havits of 
the criminal classes, their illegitimate unions 
and extreme untruthfulness are among the difii- 
culties. It is, however, easy to show that the 
criminal nature tends to be inherited, while, on 
the other hund, it is impossible that women 
who spend a large portion of the best years of 
tacir life tn prison can contribute many children 
to the population. The true state of the case 
appears to he that the criminal population 
reveive steady accessions from the classes who, 
without having strong!y-marked criminal na- 
tures, do, nevertheless, belong to a type of hu- 
manity that is exceedinvly ill-suited to play a 
respectable pare in our modern civilization, 
taough well-suited to flourish under balf-savage 
conditions, being uaturally both healthy and 
prolific. These persons are apt to go to the 
bad: their daughters consort with criminais and 
become the parents of criminals. 

»An extraordinary exampie of this is given 
by the history of the infamous Jukes family in 
America, whose pedigree has been made out 
with extraordinary care during no less than 
seven generations, and is the subject of an elab- 
orate memoir printed in the thirty-first annual 
report of the Prison Assoviation of New York, 


of the Jukes blood, among whom the number 
of persous who degraded into criminality, pau- 
perism, or disease is frightful to contemplate. 
It is diflicult to summarize the results in a few 
plain figures, but I will state those respect- 
ing the filth generation through the eldest 
of the five prolific daughters of the man 
who is the common ancestor of the race. The 
total number of these was 108, of whom thirty- 
eight came thropgh an illegitimate grand- 
daughter and eighty-five through legitimate 
grandchildren, Out of tae thirty-eight, sixteen 
have been in jail, six of them tor heinous 
offenses, one of these having been committed no 
less than nine times; eleven otaers were paupers 
or led openly disreputable lives; four were noto- | 
riously intemperate; the history of three had | 


not been traced; and only four were known to | 


nave done well. The great majority of the 
women consorted with criminals. As to the 
eighty-five legitimate vescendants, they were less 
flayrantiy bad, for only five of them had been in 
jail, and only thirteen ot ers had been paupers.

The subsidy to the Pacific Railway will cost 
many millions of dollars annually for forty 
years, and eventually the payment of the 
principal. The leveeing of the Mississippi 
River will sink $200,000,000 and as much 
more as may be put in it. Both of these 
jobs are to be paid for by taxation upon the 
people of the Northern States. The Soutb- 
erh members demand that the Democratic 
party shall vote these grants to the South 
or they will abandon the party. That is the 
issue—the taxation of the North to distribute 
money in the Southern States. 


The reception of our Republican President 
by the Democrats of Louisville yesterday 
was as cordial and hearty as could be imag- 
ined. It is a purely Democratic affair, and 
the Republicans, too farin the minority to 
have attempted the demonstration on a scale 
so elaborate, are quiet but not disinterested 
spectators of the magnificent hospitality ex- 
tended by their whole-souled opponents to 
the President not of their choosing.

The body- 
guard of 400 ex-Confederate soldiers which 
escorted the President through the streets 
vied with the veterans of Dayton and Mari- 
etta and the regimental comrades of the 
Twenty-third in the manifestation of genuine 
respect for the office and regard for the man, 
and all Louisville and a large portion of 
Kentucky seem to have been actuated by 
the common purpose of showing their appre- 
ciation and approval of the policy that has 
made their guest, in fact as in name, 
the President of the whole country. The 
dispatehes tell for themselves of the general 
happiness and good feeling that have warked 
the inception of the Southern tour, and from 
the preparations made and the invitations 
extended from other cities along the route 
it is evident that similarly pleasant experi- 
ences are in store for the party. 


THE RUSSIAN .DEFEATS. 

The news from Europe grows constantly 
more ominous for the Russian cause, In- 
stead of speculating now whether they will 
spend Christmas in Constantinople, there is 
reason to doubt whether they will be able to 
spend id in Bulgaria with comfort or profit. 
It is obvious that the campaign has been 
badly managed ever since the crossing of the 
Danube. The ease with which that crossing 
was made inspired the Russians with a false 
and foolish confidence in their own prowess. 
They proposed to carry all things before 
them with a hurrah. Govrxa’s brilliant 
cavalry raid across the Balkans encouraged 
them still further to believe that they would 
meet with no resistance. They began to 
draw up terms for the capitulation of the 
Turks while they should still have been pre- 
paring measures to secure that capitulation. 
They despised and underrated the ir enemies. 

A few weeks have put a very different 
complexion on affairs. The first battle of 
Plevna has been followed by others almost 
as disastrous, in which the Turks haveshown 


before supposed to possess. The force in 
the Schipka Pass has been shut up, and is 
now, in consequence of the capture of Fort 
Nicholas, threatened with capture or annihila- 
tion. The army of the Czarowitch has been 
driven back by Menemer Au, and the force 
in the Dobrudscha has hopelessly floundered 
in the morasses, without adding one whit to 
the Russian cause. The situation will be. 
come not merely discouraging but threaten- 
ing if, as the latest reports indicate, Sunes. 
Max Pasha has effected a junction with Mx- 
HEMET ALI. The combined armies of these 
Generals could easily crush the Czarowitch 
and imperil the safety of the Grand Duke. 
The Russians no longer despise their ene- 
mies, and, though their discipline has been 
severe, they are now in a fitter frame of

A 
more direct way, however, would be to move 
the repeal of the law which limits the term 
of tenure in office to four years from the 
date of the commission. There can be no 
permanency in the Civil Service as 
long as this law remains on the 
statute-books. Its very existence is a 
recognition of the spoils system. The term 
fixed corresponds with the President's term, 
and seems to contemplate the conferring 
upon every incumbent of the Presidential 
chair the privilege of filling the offices of the 
country with men of his own selection. I. 
is left to the President arbitrarily to deter- 
mine whether he will retain the persons ap- 
pointed by his predecessor or fill their places 
with new men. This law necessarily makes 
the Government patronage either a personal 
or a partisan perquisite. The growing cus- 
tom of forty years has given it the character 
of party spoils, but any President may, at 
will, use it for personal purposes, as Presi- 
dent Harzs’ predecessor did to a large ex- 
tent. But, in either case, the necessary re- 
newal of commissions once every four years 
implies the theory of rotation in office, 
which is the very opposite of the 
principle of permanency in the Civil 
Service. Indeed, Joun Quincy  Ap- 
ams says in his diary that the 
passage of this law was procured by Mr. 
Crawrorp, who was Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under Mowrzoz and a candidate for 
President in 1824, and Apams adds that he 
contrived the limitation ‘so that almost all 
the commissions would expire at the time 
when Crawrorp expected to ip as 
President.” Though Crawrorp was disap- 
pointed in the personal use which he expect- 
ed to be able to make of the law, its per- 
uicious influence has been felt ever since in 
giving legal sanction to the wholesale change 
of the Government services at least once in 
four years, and as often as there is an op- 
portunity for a change in the party.

death, resignation, and removal for cause.

necessary in order to get rid of the machine 
menor to secure thé services of those he 
knows to be in sympathy with his reform 
measures, may also establish their own con- 
sistency by supporting the repeal of the 
four-years’ law, as such repeal would be the 
precedent for a return to the original prac- 
tice of the Government, viz.: No removals 
at any time except for cause. 

After the repeal of the present limitation 
upon the term of officers of the Civil Service, 
there would remain the power of the Presi- 
dent to suspend and appoint. But this 
power would almost certainly be exercised 
with great discretion and caution under the 
established custom of permanent tenure dur- 
ing good behavior. President Hayes 
will do much to establish such a 
custom in the precedent he will 
set during his term, and the force 
of public opinion will restrain his successor 
from a return tothe spoils system. That 
system is of comparatively recent growth, as 
we have recently explained. During the 
first forty years of the Government there 
had been only seventy-seven removals from 
office, while Jackson, during the four years 
of his first term, removed and appointed 
2,000 officials. The departure was sudden 
and radical under Jacxson, and received a 
quasi-logal sanction from the four-years’ law. 
In a speech made by Dax. Wepsrer in 
1832, which is quoted in a recent article in 
Harpers Weekly, he pointed out that the 
power of removal was originally granted to 
the President only to be used in cases of ab- 
solute necessity, and that it was so under- 
stood and employed up to the time of Jacr- 
son’s inauguration. In order to make this 
clear, WEeBsTER said: 

Three or four instances of removal occurred in 
the first twelve years of the Government. At the 
commencement of Mr. Jerrznson’s Administration 
he made several others, not without producing 
much digsatisfaction; so much so that he thought 
it expedient to give reasons to the people in a pub- 
lie paper fo eren the limited extent to which he 
bad exercised the power. He placed his justifica- 
tion on particular circumstances and peculiar 
grounds. which, whether substantia! or not, show- 


tion of the country during the forty years 
preceding Jackson's Administration shows 
that the spoils system is by no means neces- 
sary to party dominion, while its demon- 
strated vices demand a return to the original 
practices. The first step in this direction 
will be to repeal the present limitation on 


At one of the night sessions of the Bank- 
ers’ Convention in New York last week, Mr. 
Moss, a bahker from Ohio, offered a resolu- 
tion declaring that, if silver is to be re- 
monetized, the coins should be made of such 
weight as to render them interchangeable 
with gold coins of the same denomination, 
and the meeting adopted the resolution. We 
shall assume that the Convention did not 
understand or take in the full bearing of 
the resolution. The United States have had 
several adjustments of the weight of the 
coins. The only coin that has undergone no 
change in the weight of pure metal is the 
old silver dollar. The dollar of 3714 grains of 
pure silver had long preceded the American 
Union. It was the familiar coin from the 
earliest Colonial days, and it was but natural 
that in establishing a system of national coin- 
age this silver dollar should be p erpetuated. 
The old Spanish dollar, ap long the 
standard money of the continent, was 
therefore perpetuated in the first 
American Ooinage act, and remain- 
ed the unit of values of the Ameri- 
can coinage until surreptitiously abol- 
ished in 1873. The weight of pure silver in 
this dollar was never changed. When it was 
attempted to make the weights of the gold 
and silver coins conform, the change was 
made in the gold coin; the latter was re- 
duced in weight and value, and, being the in- 
ferior and cheaper coin, became for that rea- 
son the one in general use. When the silver 
dollar was abolished, it was worth 103 in 
gold. At that time silver was worth 61 pence 
per ounce in London. Silver declined to 58 
pence, then to 55 pence, and eventually sunk 
to 47 pence per ounce. The causes for this 
have frequently been explained. Silver as 
coin lost no part of its purchasing power 
when it was the coin of the country, except 
m the purchase of gold. There was an unu- 
sual amount of gold demanded by Germany, 
and Germany had only silver to offer in 
exchange, and there was a disturbance of 
the relative values of the two metals. Sil- 
ver has since then recovered to some 
extent, and is now selling in London at 54) 
pence per ounce. The German Government 
is still in the market trying to buy gold for 
silver. And while this demand for gold in 
exchange for silver continues, the price of 
the two metals will remain below the ordi- 
nary relative rates. The silver already sold 
by Germany has found its way to India, as 
will the silver yet to be sold by that Govern- 
ment. Then it is probable the two metals 
will resume their old relative values, a result 
which will be largely hastened by the remon- 
etization of silver in this country, thereby 
creating a new and large demand for that 
metal. 

The absurdity of the resolution proposed 
by the Ohio banker becomes apparent when 
these changes in the value of the two metals 
are considered. If the weight of the silver 
coin should be changed to meet the fluctua- 
tions in the relative values of gold and 
silver, we would soon have a most varied 
currency. When silver reaches 61 pence per 
ounce, the old dollar of 3714 grains of silver 
would have to be reduced; and then every 
time that silver falls, or . rises from 50 pence 
to 61 pence per ounce, the weight of silver in 
the dollar will have to be changed. As 
these changes frequently take place 
as often as four times a week, 
we will have dollars issued on Monday 
weighing more than those issued on the pre- 
vious Saturday, and on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day the dollars would have to be consider- 
ably reduced. In the course of a month the 
mint would turn out dollars having a 
dozen or more different’ weights, and_ each 
issued according to the quotations of silver 
on the day before in London. The United 
States began the business of coinage by 
making the silver dollar the unit of value, 
Whatever changes have become necessary, 
because of the rise or fail of one or the other 
metal, have been made in the gold coin. 
That has been reduced to make it circulate at 
home. There is no change now necessary. 
The present variation in the relative value of

the metals will be temporary; it is so tem- 
porary that the remonetization of silver by 
the United States would open a market for 
the whole production of our own mines, and 
at once increase the value of silver in all 
parts of the world. If there should be a per- 
maffent change in the proportionate values 
of the metals, the changes, if any, should be 
made in the gold coins. Let us adhere to the 
silver dollar. 
OFFICIAL ABUSES. 

The revelations of the way in which the 
Custom-House at Philadelphia has been 
officered show how sadly the Civil Service 
had degenerated into a mere asylum for 
political loafers. Men residing in all parts 
of Pennsylvania and editors of country 
newspapers have been put on the pay-rolls 
and pensioned at the public cost. None of 
these men rendered any service. One of 
them holding a high-priced office candidly 
Stites that when appointed he attended

wart” friends of Mr. Braue, and of all 
others who will make war upon the Presi- 
dent because of his Southern policy. 

The complaint that the President has done 


nothing in the way of Civil-Service reform 


comes mainly from that class of persons who 
are opposed to such reform, and the threat 
of opposition to his Southern policy is a 
menace to deter him from any attempt to re- 
form the Civil Sérvice. The President is 
almost powerless. Even he cannot remove 
the Collectors of Customs at New York, 
Philadelphia, and New Orleans; the most he 
can do is to ask them to resign, and if they 
refuse he can only suspend them, and their 
friends in Congress, and the friends of the 
whole machine system of politics, and the 
friends of the présent corrupt Civil Service, 
are prepared to make war upon the Presi- 
dent for withdrawing the troops from the 
South. The President’s power in reform- 
ing the service is limited. There 
is an absence of all law on tho 
subject. The practice, which has 
heretofore had the force of law, has been to 
leave the Civil Service in the hands of the 
members of Congress, as well as to the num- 
ber of officers and their salaries as to who 
should be removed and who appointed. One 
great measure of reform is the abolition of 
a large number of useless offices and the re- 
duction of salaries of others. The Presi- 
dent cannot abolish offices, nor can he re- 
duce salaries. This he will have to ask au- 
thority to do from Congress, and until that 
authority is given there can be but a partial 
and imperfect reorganization of the public 
service, The disclosures of the New York 
and Philadelphia Custom-Houses show how 
needed is the general reorganization, and yet 
it is an open question whether Congress will 
co-operate with the President in his efforts 
to re-establish the Civil Service on an honest 
and economical basis. 
CHESTER AND THE NEW PENITENTIARY. 
We are informed that the Governor, 
Auditor, and Attorney-General will announce 
their decision to-morrow in regard to the 
location of the Southern Penitentiary, and 
will then either accept or reject the proposed 
site at Chester. In the light of further in- 
formation which has come to us in regard to 
the proposed site, we do not think it possi- 
ble that they can confirm the selection of the 
Commissioners after a personal inspection of 
the ground. The land selected runs back 
from the river on a rising plane which 
reaches a height of 130 feet, and is irregu- 
larly cut by a number of gulches. In order 
to obtain a prison-yard, inclosing buildings, 
of 800 feet square (which is the size of the 
Joliet grounds), it is froposed to grade 
by cutting from the elevation at a 
given point and filling in the gulches 
with the dirt. To take this land at 
a proper distance from the river and 
grade thedesired space will require the cut- 
ting and filling of from 300,000 to 500,000 
yards of dirt, and will cost all the way from 
$30,000 to $100,000, according to the price 
paid for the work and the actual amount 
done; this work probably cannot be done 
for less than 10 cents a yard and may cost as 
much as 20 cents. This expenditure will 
have to be incurred before the foundation is 


laid, and it is safg to say that it will cost 


fully as much as it would to raise the ground 
at East St. Louis above high-water mark, 
though that was the cause (and a sufficient 
one) for the rejection of that site. 

In the second place, the undeveloped quar- 
ry of sandstone is located some four or five 
miles away from the site of the Penitentiary. 
The quality of this stone has not yet been 
tested, but it is pretty certain that it will not 
serve for the interior walls. Then it is pro- 
posed to build a railroad to reach the quar- 
ries, but not to give the railroad to the State, 
so that the cost of transporting the stone 
would probably be as large as if it were 
brought from Alton or Grafton, We are 
also informed that the timber has largely 
been cleared off, so that it would have to be 
brought a long distance. 

In the next place, the Southern Peniten- 
tiary should no more be located at Chester 
than a private manufacturing establishment 
should be located there. A penitentiary is 
in a certain sense a mavufacturing institu- 
tion. There is convict labor to hire and the 
product of convict labor to sell; and the re- 
moteness and inaccessibility of Chester will 
depreciate both as compared with what could 
be realized at apoint nearer and in more 
direct connection with a good markét. It 
must be a mistake to assume that the 
Egyptians have any interest in securing the 
location at Chester, any more than they had 
in Grand Tower, for both places are re- 
mote from the largest cities and centres of 


Southern Illinois, lying, as they do, away ®ff 


at one side. 4 

The fact is becoming more apparent, too, 
that Chester is urged to suit private inter- 
ests. We now hear it stated that Mr. Jacon 
Box is the owner of about 900 acres, instead 
of 500 acres, at Chester, including the pro- 


posed site of the Penitentiary. We also 
hear of a scheme to make a combination be- 


tween the bankrupt railroad running between 


Chester and Tamaroa, and what is known 
as the Cairo Short-Line, which crosses the 
former road at Pinckneyville, 


The purpose 
is to get a sort of monopoly for transporting 


prisoners and supplies, and squeeze the State 
after it has been well committed into the 
hands of the schemers. Weare informed 
that several of the stockholders of the Cairo 
Short-Line are now bringing a tremendous 
pressure to bear to secure the approval of 


Chester with this end in view. 

Tue Tammo has no desire to dictate the 
location of the Southern Penitentiary, nor 
any reason to prefer one place over another,

As a corre- 
spondent of the Herald he is not only ex- 
pected but required to find marvels. He 
was sent to Africa at great expense for that 
express purpose. His own intrepid be- 
havior, the flights of poisoned arrows, the 
thirty-two pitched battles, the cataracts, the 
cannibals, and the forests may well be a lit- 
tle exaggerated in bis narrative. Marco 
Povo himself hardly told bigger stories than 
Strantexy; The men whose heads do grow 
beneath their shoulders” were not more 
unique specimens than those described by 
him ; while his own valor and his charming 
way of boasting of it can only find a parallel 
in Bompastes Furioso or the greasy Knight 
of Cheapside. 

It is a pity Stawtey has not exhibited the 
prudence and modesty of his predecessors in 
the field of African exploration, for he has 
achieved more than any of them, and has 
earned the right to be respected as an adven- 
turous and brave man. He has traveled 
across the continent through a land never 
before visited by a white man. By personal 
observation he has established a fact which 
before was only surmised, namely: that the 
River Congo and the River Lualaba are one. 
He has thus completed a survey of the in- 
terior of Africa such as no other explorer has 
been able to make, and has rendered a serv- 
ice to science as signal as itis unusual. The 
Congo was, indeed, the only river whose 
source remained unknown, since the Niger 
and the Nile have been pretty thoroughly 
traced down. Whether the Nile is connected 
with Lake Tanganyika or not, it seems to be 
tolerably certain that the Congo is not, and 
there is no evidence of connection between 
the two rivers, as indeed there was little rea- 
son to suppose there would be. Sranizry 
found that the River Lukuga, or Luvubu, 
which Cameron and others imagined was an 
affluent of the Lanji chain of lakes, was in 
effect only a creek. In times of overflow, 
however, it may be that the supposed com- 
munication actually does take place by it, be- 
tween Tanganyika and the smaller lakes west 
of it. 

Sranuey struck the Lualaba at Nyangwe, 
where Cameron left it. Thence he hada 
journey of probably more than 1,000 miles, 
being borne along on the waters of a mighty 
river flowing through a wild and desolate 
country. The Congo at its mot ch is 1,000 feet 
wide, and discharges, it is estimated, 2,000,- 
000 cubic feet of water per second. With 
its affluents it constitutes a system as mag- 
nificent as any we know of. It drains a 
vast country on both sides of the equator; 
its course is more northerly than CamzRon 
supposed. The journey occupied nine 
months. In that time there were no doubt 
many hazardous adventures and not a little 
peril; and, putting aside the embellishments 
which the explorer has added, the story is 
certainly a thrilling one, no less a credit to 
the American race than it is to the honor of 
the Herald and Mr. SraxLxr.

THE GROVEPORT DISAPPEARANCE 
f Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Cotvumsus, O., Sept. 17.—Notwithstanding 
search has been continued to-day for the body 
of Mr. Dyer, the stock-dealer who was supposed 
to have been murdered on Friday night seven 
miles southeast of Groveport, no trace has yet 
been discovered.

In a brief farewell address he 
thanked the Synod for the great kiadness with 
which they received the deputation from the 

Charch in the Unitea States, and for honoring the 

latter by appointing a deputation to its next 

Convention, who would be cordially welcomed. 

The message from the House of Bishops con- 

veying the report of the joint Committee on Iu- 

tercommunion with the Church in the United 

States, was discussed and adopted. After ob- 

serving that the Committee had had the benefit 

of the assistance of the Right-Rey. Bishop of 

Connecticut and other members of the deputa- 

tion from the United States, they recommended, 

first, that great caution be exercised with respect 
to the testimonials produced by clergymen 
from the United States; second, that letters of 
commendation and information be given to 
families or individuals emigrating to the United 

States; third, that a Bishop suspending or de- 

posing a clergyman from the ministry shall 

give notice of the same to all other Bishops of 
the Church in the United States and British 

North America; fourth, that the Metropolitan 

be requested to take steps for the appointment

THE STATE SAVINGS. 


RECEIVER STRONG’S BOND TO BE P4SSED ON 
TO-DAY. 

Mr. Strong, the newly-appointed Receiver of 
the State Savings Institution, was in Court yes- 
terday, before Judge Williams,ready to have bis 
bond approved. Ipasmuch, however, as no 
service of notice to have the bond approved had 
been served on the bank as such, and as it was 
deemed best to have every technicality complied 
with, so that no question could be hereaiter 
raised about the title of the bank property, it 
was deemed best to postpone the matter until 
this morning, so as to serve process on the bank. 
Mr. Grant, the attorney tor Mr. Strung, said 
that the decree of the Court found that the bank 
and Assignee should make a conveyance of the 
property, especialiy the real estate, to the Re- 
ceiver. r. Smith, the Vice-President of the 
bank, was in town, and two bailiffs were hunt- 
ing him. 
Mr. Asay was desirous of seeing the bond 
then, so as to ascertain if the pames were satis- 
factory. 

Mr. High wished to know if the sureties would 
appear in Court, and Mr. Grant said they could 
if it was desired. 
The Judge thought a new decree could be 
made with different terms, but Mr. Grant was 
anxious to have everything formal and regular. 
60 as not to throw the least doubt on the title 
to the real estate, and thus depreciate its value. 
The Judge then directed that the parties 
should be ready this morring with the bond, at 
the same time expressing a regret that the bond 
had not been fiied before.

Everybody was waiting for the 
Receiver to come in and assert his authority, 
but up to a late hour inthe afternoon Mr. Strong 
had not done so. At last the clerks put on their 
hats and went home, iu the hope that the man 
who is to say whether they shall be retained or 
bounced would take possession to-day and let 
them know their fate.

Spencer, had suddenly left; that the Depart- 
ment had almost positive information that be 
had taken the steamer Circassian lor 
Londonderry and Liverpool. The letter 
also contained a photogravh of Spencer, taken 
two years ago, and a description of him, and 
further stated that he would go direct to Lon- 
don, where he has a bauk account. On this 
same date Col. Hicke sent an $30-telegram giv- 
ing a description of Spencer. On the 10th an- 
other telegram was sent, stating that Spencer 
bad left Quebec on the Ist under the name of 
Williams. Another telegram was sent to Su- 
perintendent of Police Williams, London, on 
the 14th, ordering his arrest on the charge of 
forgery and embezzlement. Col. Hickey said 


that this showed that the Department 
had done all it Gould in the matter. It 
had not been asked to do anything, 
and had acted on its own responsi- 


bility, and had not yet given up hopes of catch- 
ing the ruuaway. It was barely possible that 
some of the fishing-boats near Malin (a village 
of Ireland, County ot Donegal, ten miles north 
by east of Londonderry) may have been hired 
to take him off.

The special oraer—the report of the Joint 
Committee on Public Buildings and Public 
Service of a former meeting, recommending 
allowing Sexton $3 per 1,000 extra for using 
“sewer brick’? in the second story of the 
Court-House—was then taken up. 

Mr. Fitzgerald called for the reading of the 
specifications attached to Sexton’s contract, aud 
they were produced, and showed that good 
sound, hard-burned brick, free from lime an 
cracks,“ were required to be used in the walls, 
and selected“ brick, laid in cement, to be 
used in the piers.
